District Hospital Doctor

A DOCTOR of the District 
Hospital in Raipur was duped of 
Rs 30,000 by an unidentified con- 
man after befriending her on a 
social media platform. 

According to police sources, the 
victim doctor identified as Dr 
Varsha Danwani (36), posted in 
Kalibadi District Hospital and a 
resident of a locality close to BTI 
Ground under Khamardih police 
station limits, was tricked by a 
fraudster on the pretext of send- 
ing a gift. 

Recently, Dr Danwani had 
received a friend request on 
Facebook from a person and as 
the person introduced himself as 
a paediatrician named as Dr 
Mike, the victim doctor accept¬ 
ed the request. 

“As the exchange of messages 
took place between them, the 
accused proposed of sending a 
gift to Dr Danwani but she 
refused. Despite repeated refusal, 
the conman keeps on asking for 


permission to send the gift fol¬ 
lowing which the victim accept¬ 
ed the request. On October 23, 
Dr Danwani received a call from 
an unknown number and the 
caller informed her about the gift 
sent by Dr Mike and demanded 
Rs 30,000 for custom clearance 
following which the victim made 
a transaction of the amount to 
the given bank account.
